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EDITORIAL 

HELP YOUR SOCIETY 

Hardly a single meeting of the Executive Council of the Mahoning 
County Medical Society transpires without a reference to the shrinking attend¬ 
ance of the general membership at the regular monthly meetings. This lacka¬ 
daisical attitude toward the doings of the medical society is not peculiar to 
the Mahoning County organization. It is much the same the country over. 
Council members are constantly asking what can we do to get a better 
attendance at the regular monthly meetings! Program chairmen come and 
go. They mostly work hard to line up activities that will interest the member¬ 
ship, but the end results remain about the same—very poor. 

Free dinners bring a somewhat better attendance, but obviously the 
Society cannot afford to underwrite regularly free meals for even a fraction 
of the total membership. Specialized medical topics that only appeal to a 
minority of the doctors have been eliminated, and the program chairman 
has concentrated on getting speakers and activities that will appeal to all.

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A LETTER TO THE EDITOR FROM ESTHER HAMILTON 

Dear John: 

You have asked me to do a piece on how the physicians can get along 
with newspaper folks, etc. My first idea would be for them to be "available." 
They are busy men working against time—so are newspaper people, with 
the clock ticking away and deadlines to be met so we can rush some¬ 
where else. 

Don't quibble about little things. We want to know the cause of death. 
If you are waiting for a post mortem, say so, but give us enough to make 
the edition. The exact medical findings are fine for medics but all I want is 
"pneumonia," "abdominal surgery" or some such explanation. 

For goodness sake don't be cute. "Find out for yourself" and hang up. 
That's happened to me. Well, I found out, to meet the challenge and the 
answer was that the doctor, who might have hokumed me into saying 
"heart attack," saw a page one suicide. When the family called I told 
them exactly what had happened. The doctor forced me into finding out. 
We can always find out. Be sure of that. 

Be helpful to reporters. If you have a prominent individual at the point 
of death, tell any good friend you have at the paper. The obituary can be 
written without consulting the family. If death comes at edition time we will 
be prepared. 

Newspaper reporters, especially this woman reporter, are jealous people. 
We regard our posts on The Vindicator as the true avenue of news and 
the physician who scoops us by giving the information to TV or radio because 
he is mad about some article we have used, will eventually leam that is 
not the way public relations work. 

We should be told of unusual operations, skillful surgery, honors that 
come to our physicians. That isn't advertising. That is simply good business 
for you, the hospital involved and the community as a whole. It gives us 
confidence that our doctors are the best, that they can hold their own 
anywhere. 

When a colleague's name appears in a story don't harass him about it. 
In most cases that's jealousy, not professional ethics. I take a very dim view 
of that. The New York Times prints the names of attending physicians 
whenever and wherever it is news. If they think it's correct it won't hurt 
our boys. Publicity is what you call it. Advertising is something else. There 
is a thin line and we know when to step over. 

Sometimes I am shocked at the pitiful faith your patients have in you. 
"My doctor," they say to me as though you were representatives of the 
Almighty. Even when I know their trust is not justified I hesitate to shatter 
it—so many have so little. 

The ugly fact of money comes. Should you charge everyone the same? 
Should you find out how much insurance they have and make the insurance 
cover the bill? I can only say a doctor's conscience must be his guide. 
Where he doesn't have a conscience the Medical Society should force the 
issue. Some outrageous stories come to me. The Vindicator feels this is 
a policing job for you for the benefit of your profession. 

The policing, I might say, extends to more than fees and medical treat¬ 
ment. When a fellow medic sticks his neck out tell him about it. If you 
see anything that will hurt your profession speak up about it—to the culprit. 
If you don't sooner or later you'll read it in the paper. Some years ago we 
had a physician who held a public office and would appear in his official 
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capacity too intoxicated to work. Officers of the Medical Society declared 
they could do nothing about it. It was discussed over and over again, how 
negligent the doctors were. Of course something could have been done— 
but nothing was done. Doctors are supposed to be something special. 

I could go on and mention the physician's dumb wife who told the fund 
solicitor. My husband gives plenty to charity through free care. I'm not 
giving a cent! So that story was all over town, hurting every doctor. She 
could just as easily have said, "my husband handles all contributions." 
Apparently he resented whatever free work he did and he and his wife 
had talked it over. 

Then another dumb wife said to the store clerk, "don’t you have anything 
better than this?" She was already being shown the best in a good store. 
See what I mean. 

The Vindicator does not expect you to disclose family secrets which 
should remain a secret between patient and his doctor. We do expect the 
news, cooperation. We'll try to be fair. You do the same.

SOCIETY PLANS POLIO MASS IMMUNIZATION 

The Polio Committee of the Mahoning County Medical Society, under 
the chairmanship of Dr. Kurt Wegner, is planning a program to provide 
community-wide oral polio vaccine immunization when the Sabin vaccine 
becomes avaiblable. 

In this action, the medical society anticipated action taken by the House 
of Delegates of the A.M.A. and a report from the A.M.A. Council on Drugs 
on the status of polio immunization. The report emphasized that "physicians 
should encourage, support and extend the use of Salk vaccine in the widest 
possible scale at least until the oral polio virus vaccines currently under 
development in clinical trial become available." After the oral vaccines be¬ 
come available, however, the House of Delegates recommended that all 
physicians take the leadership in intensive mass vaccination programs. 

The local program will be discussed at the October 17 meeting of the 
medical society. Serving on Dr. Wegner's committee are: Drs. G. E. DeCicco, 
G. Delfs, H. P. McGregor, F. A. Resch and S. Squicquero.

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DR. WILLIAM H. BUNN, SR. — 1889 - 1961 

The passing of a fine physician saddened the medical profession and 
the community when Dr. William H. Bunn, Sr., died on August 15th. 

To this great doctor came many honors, not the least of which was that 
of having his son, Dr. William H. Bunn, Jr., follow in his foot-steps. To give 
a listing of the honors accorded Dr. Bunn is to give the story of his life. 
He was one of the fifteen physicians who founded the American Heart 
Association. Later he served as a director and vice president of this national 
organization. He was a founder and president of the Youngstown Area 
Heart Association. 

He was a past president of the Mahoning County Medical Society, a 
member of the Cleveland Academy of Medicine, a Fellow of the American 
College of Physicians, and Diplomat of the American Board of Internal 
Medicine. * 

He was on the Board of Trustees of Youngstown University and of the 
Y.M.C.A. He was a biology instructor at Youngstown University, an instructor 
in cardiology of the Youngstown Hospital Association Training School for 
Nurses, and had been chief of the cardiac clinic of the Youngstown Hospital 
Association. 

He received the National Heart Group Award for pioneer, distinguished 
service, and the Distinguished Service Medallion from the Youngstown 
Heart Association. He was one of five Ohio health leaders chosen to select 
the National Heart Foundation's health scholarships. He won the Choffin 
Foundation Award for distinguished service. 

He served as a consultant in cardiology for the Veterans' Administration 
in Michigan, Ohio and Kentucky. In 1949, he served on the steering commit¬ 
tee of the National Conference on Cardiovascular Diseases. 

During World War I, he served as a captain in the Medical Corps with 
Base Hospital 31 and was awarded the French decoration Medaille d'Honneur 
des Epidemie. During World War II, he was a consultant in cardiology for 
eastern Ohio, and received the Selective Service Medal. 

Dr. Bunn was president of the Mahoning County Medical Society in 1945 
and guided the society through the last of the war years. He was a frequent 
contributor to the Bulletin. His last article was a learned account of the 
International Heart Congress, which he attended in Brussels in 1958. 

Dr. Bunn was born in Salineville, Ohio on December 21, 1889. He became 
interested in medicine through his brother, Fred, who was superintendent of 
the Youngstown Hospital until 1919. He attended Jefferson Medical College, 
graduating in 1915. After his externship at Youngstown Hospital, he interned 
at the Presbyterian Hospital in Philadelphia. Following this he returned 
to Youngstown to practice. 

His last years were brightened by having his son in practice with him. 
When, for a recent father-son article in the Bulletin, he was asked to charac¬ 
terize his partner, he penned the following words, wreathed in pride, "Well- 
trained.. A pretty good guy."

Twenty Years Ago—September, 1941 

The Ohio Pre-Marital Law was newly passed requiring marriage license 
applicants to supply a statement from a physician that after examination 
including a standard blood test, the applicant was found not to be infected 
with syphilis or if infected, was not in a communicable stage or likely to 
become so. 

The Medical Society and the Ohio State Medical Association had op¬ 
posed the bill because it was directed at only one disease and so much 
emphasis was placed on one laboratory test. But the Legislature passed it 
over the doctors' objections and it is the law today. 

Dr. Milton Goldhamer from Ann Arbor opened the fall program with 
a lecture on "Diagnosis and Treatment of the Anemias." 

Tom Spies, the famous authority on vitamines was scheduled for October. 
It was planned to devote all Thursday afternoon and evening to a thorough 
review of the food accessory factors, with dinner at the Youngstown Club 
at 6:30 P.M. All that for $1.50. , 

Doctors were arriving home from summer vacations while others were 
leaving for camps, but not for pleasure. Jones, Kocialek, Nagel, Osborne, 
Poling, Ranz, Scarnecchia and Wenaas were back from a Canadian fishing 
trip. Sam Epstein was home on furlough from Ft. Jackson and Wasilko was 
back to stay. Morris Rosenblum was home from Michael Reese Hospital in 
Chicago. The Rothrocks, Dick Grosses and Walter Turners were out to the 
west coast. The Fusselmans were at Virginia Beach. The Sam Goldbergs 
were at Camp Davis, N.C. The Asher Randalls celebrated a new daughter 
born at Fayetteville. Nate Belinky was ordered to the Philippines. 

Ten Years Ago—September, 1951 

President Wenaas urged the members to push for the new Ives Amend¬ 
ment which would allow professional men to stash away 10% of their income 
for a retirement fund. We have been pushing for ten years, but no results yet. 

The rheumatic fever prevention program was in its second year and 
going strong. From January to May 1951 the doctors reported 86 new cases 
and 110 recurrent cases of rheumatic fever. Dr. Robert Poling estimated that 
the prevention program should cut the rate in half and save the community 
$30,000 for every case prevented. 

The Youngstown Committee on Alcoholism (Alcoholics Anonymous) 
opened a new hospital for both women and men at 138 Lincoln Ave. This 
project which was pioneered in Youngstown, started with just a few beds in 
an old home across the street from their new quarters. It filled a great need

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and soon had to expand. The work done in this unique institution has been 
of incalculable benefit to the community. 

A. K. Phillips and A. A. Luchette reported an interesting case of "Spon¬ 
taneous Rupture of the Spleen Due to Sarcoidosis." This was the case of a 
23-year old man born and raised in Youngstown who had generalized Sar¬ 
coidosis of the spleen and reticulo-endothelial system. The cause of sar¬ 
coidosis was then unknown. 

John Rogers and Elmer Wenaas were tied with 77's for the golf champion¬ 
ship at Tippecanoe. In 1941, John was tied with Bill Welsh when both had 
78's. So in ten years he lowered his score one stroke and still lost because 
they tossed a coin and Wenaas called it right.

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PROCEEDINGS OF COUNCIL 
August 8, 1961 

The regular monthly meeting of the council of the Mahoning County 
Medical Society was held on Tuesday, August 8, 1961, at the Youngstown 
Club, Youngstown, Ohio. 

The following physicians were present: A. K. Phillips, president, presid¬ 
ing, G. E. DeCicco, R. R. Fisher, Frank Gelbman, P. J. Mahar, John J. 
McDonough, H. P. McGregor, E. R. McNeal, C. E. Pichette, Asher Randell, 
H. J. Reese, M. S. Rosenblum, H. J. Scheets, F. G. Schlecht, and C. W. Stertz- 
bach. Also present were: Mr. William L. Spencer, and Drs. Genevieve 
Dslfs, S. V. Squicquero, and Kurt Wegner. Absent were: A. A. Detesco, F. A. 
Resch, Jack Schreiber and C. C. Wales. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:15 p.m. The minutes of the previous 
meeting were read and approved. 

Dr. Phillips introduced William L. Spencer, representative of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society. Mr. Spencer reported on Senate Bill 550 in the Ohio 
Legislature to become effective October 17th, allowing individuals to form 
corporations. He discussed the tax advantages of the plan. 

There was discussion following Mr. Spencer's departure. The motion 
was made, seconded and duly passed that an attorney, a certified public 
accountant and a banker, as well as Mr. Spencer be invited to the next 
meeting of council. 

Dr. McGregor reported that the money had been received from the sale of 
the society's bonds and that an investment of $25,100 had been made with 
Massachusetts Investors Growth Stock Fund. 

Dr. Wegner, chairman of the polio committee made a report for the 
polio committee in which he proposed that the medical society take the lead 
in developing a mass immunization program for this area when the Sabin 
oral vaccine becomes available. 

Following discussion, the motion was made, seconded and duly passed 
that council approve mass immunization for Sabin oral vaccine. 

Dr. Wegner made a report as poison control chairman of St. Elizabeth 
in which he reviewed steps in the establishment of a poison control program 
at the hospital and asked for the approval of the medical society so that St. 
Elizabeth Hospital might qualify as a poison control center. Following dis¬ 
cussion, the motion was made, seconded and duly passed that the matter 
be tabled. 

Dr. Phillips reported on a proposal made to the Health and Welfare 
Council suggesting a free foot clinic supported by chiropodists for one year 
and the community from then on. It was suggested that a letter be sent 
to the Health and Welfare Council with the information that orthopedic 
clinics are already established and that there is no need for additional clinics. 

Dr. Gelbman introduced discussion concerning the seminar. The motion 
was made, seconded and duly passed that paramedical people be invited 
to attend. 

Dr. McDonough reported the use of Mahoning County Medical Society 
TV spots in the program, "Medic." The motion was made, seconded and 
duly passed that the spots be paid for. 

Dr. Reese reported on an A.M.A. meeting with Labor in Chicago, and 
the announcement of a future meeting to be in October.
